Applicant's arguments filed 23 June 2006 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. The Examiner respectfully disagrees 
with applicant's arguments as the applied reference(s) provide more than adequate support and to further clarify (see the comments in this 
section and Final Action mailed on 12 May 2006). 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller. 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co.. 800 F.2d 1091 , 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Regarding applicant's argument of claims 1, 10, and 13 on pg. 4, 3rd paragraph, "...does not show a common filter...", the Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. As a note, the applicant in the specification on pg. 3, lines 14-16 of [0006], clearly states "...common filter... could 
also be an intermediate frequency (IF) filter..." and on pg. 11. line 36 of [0026] clearly states "...common filter might actually be an IF 
filter...". Spilker discloses the feature an IF filter (812A-B) which reads on the claimed "common filter" operatively connected to the radio 
subsystem and the ranging signal receiving subsystem (see col. 14, lines 34-45; Fig. 8). As a note, Spilker further teaches of the user 
terminal (102) receiving the DTV signal (see col. 11, lines 35-50; col. 11, line 64 - col. 12, line 6; col. 8. lines 41 - col. 9. line 7; Figs. 1.2, 
and 6), where the user terminal (102) receives the DTV signals from DTV transmitter (106) in which there must be a ranging system (e.g., 
DTV receiver) in the user terminal (102) that is connected to the IF filter (812A-B). Also. Spilker further teaches of a radio subsystem 
operable to receive a radio signal (see col. 10, lines 12-13; Figs. 1, 2 "ref. 206". and 6), where the user terminal (102) receives mobile 
telephone signals from base station (104) in which there must be a radio subsystem (e.g., GSM receiver) in the user terminal (102) that is 
connected to the IF filter (812A-B). 

Regarding applicant's arguments of claims 2-9, 11-12, and 14-15, the claims are rejected for the same reasons as applied above to claims 
1.10, and 13 and as addressed in each claim rejection of the Final action. 
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
